rde Charles Wingate and 

Daniel Sandford are the two 
“Lawrences of Ethiopia.” Be- 
cween them they were the se- 
cret “brains” behind the suc 
cessful British campaign in 
western Ethiopia. 

In awar that has already pro 
duced a sizable quota of queer 
ducks, Orde Wingate is among 
the queerest. I first met him 
while covering the war in 
Ethiopia for the Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor. Wingate had tak- 
en up quarters in a captured 
Italian fort whose walls were 
marked with obscene and un- 
complimentary remarks ad- 
dressed to the English by the 
departing Italians. ‘English- 
men you've always been cow- 
ards and pimps. We'll be back 
in three months" was a typical 
jibe. 

Wingate was stretched out 
on his bed when I entered. He 
was naked from the waist down 


and perspiring profusely. Wich 
one hand he held a wire brush, 
which he vigorously applied 
to his skin as he talked. With 
his other hand, he beat off the 
incessant flies with a soiled 
Turkish towel. More than once 
in the course of our conversa- 
tion I was almost knocked 
breathless when Wingate per- 
ceived a fly on my back and 
gave me a resounding whack 
with the towel. Once during 
our talk a cheap alarm clock 
went off. This clock was Win- 
gate’s delight. In the field he 
suspended it from his little fin- 
ger and carried it wherever he 
went.

On first sight Wingate looks 
like a minor prophet living on 
locusts and wild honey in the 
wilderness. His figure is 
stooped, his hair is shaggy and 
his eyes have a haunted look. 
Nevertheless, Wingate is con- 
sidered a near-genius. A grad- 
uate of Sandhurst Military Col- 
lege, now in his 30's, he won 
theD.S.C. fororganizing daring 
Jewish night patrols against 
‘Arab rioters in Palestine, and 
in Ethiopia he again showed 
his preference for nocturnal 
venture by personally leading 
forays against Italian camps 
and then vanishing silently into 
the night. 

I next saw Wingate with a 
British-Ethiopian force that

had just captured another Ital- 
ian fort. As we were talking, 
the telephone linking this fort 
with an Italian post farther 
ahead rang. “Ha,” said one of 
Wingate's aides, “that’s the 
Italians. Apparently they don’t 
yet know we're here.” Then 
Wingate had an inspiration. 
“You speak Italian,” he said, 
turning to me. “Call them 
back and tell them that a 
British division, 10,000 strong, 
is on its way up the road. If 
they ask you who you are, say 
you're Dr. Di Grigorio. He's 
their doctor who stayed be- 
hind.” 

Following Wingate's sug- 
gestion, I gave the handle of 
the field telephone box a vigor- 
ous crank, lifted the receiver 
and yelled Pronto, Italian for 
hello. After I had repeated the 
call several times, an answer- 
ing Pronto came from the other 
end. It was the Italian Army 
switchboard operator at the 
Blue Nile Crossing, 50 miles 
up the road. 

I then delivered Wingate’s 
spurious message. “What shall 
we do? What shall we do?”

Destiny directed him 
to Ethiopia where he lived for 
30 years, earning his living at 
first by growing spinach and 
onions for monocled diplomats 
in the garden of the British 
Legation compound at Addis 
Ababa. But primitive Ethiopia 
was an oyster for a canny young 
Scot and Sandford soon gradu-

ated from vegetables to com- 
merce, Eventually he became 
purchasing agent for the Ethi- 
opian Government and came to 
know almost every local chief 
in the realm. 

Before Italy declared war on 
Great Britain, Sandford took 
the precaution of leaving Ital- 
ian-occupied Ethiopia and thus 
escaped internment. Last sum- 
mer the British picked Sand- 
ford as the natural man to sneak 
back into Ethiopia and start a 
native uprising behind the Ital- 
ian lines. 

Traveling by camel and by 
foot, he traversed 250 miles of 
the wilds of western Ethiopia 
to the hideouts of Degach Man- 
gasha and Degach Nagash, 
chiefs of two main Ethiopian 
guerrilla forces that had never

After observing such inci- 
dents I was better prepared to 
understand the most harrow- 
ing cpisode in the entire five- 
year struggle between the Ital- 
ians and Ethiopians. 


One day I met two captured 
Italian officers: Captain Vicen- 
zo Bertojo, a middle-aged man, 
and Second Licutenant Eugenio 
Panasci, a younger man whose 
hair was prematurely gray. 
They told me that on Dec. 7, 
1937 their battalion had been 
surrounded and annihilated at 
Mount Isora by Ethiopian reb- 
els under the Degach Men- 
gasha (the Ethiopian chief al- 
ready mentioned who never 
surrendered to the Italians). Of

the entire battalion, six men 
survived. All were wounded 
and three died the next day. A 
fourth was subsequently killed 
for incurring the displeasure of 
his captors. Only Bertojo and 
Panasci lived to tell their tale. 

For three years they were 
kept prisoners by the rebels. At 
the start, Mengasha tried to 
win them over to his side. They 
lived with the chief's entourage 
and ate at his table. As an added 
inducement, he offered the cap- 
tain the hand of his sister and 
the licutenane the hand of his 
aunt. When the Italians ex- 
plained that they had families 
at home and were not in the 
marriage market, the Degach 
replied that they were now 
his subjects and no longer Ital- 
ians. 

Their continued refusal 
changed their treatment for the 
worse and for six months they 
were chained to a floor so that 
they could neither raise their 
heads nor stretch their legs 
without excruciating pain. 
Once they saw fellow Iealians 
100 yd. away, but could not 
call for help. Later they were 
kept in solitary confinement 
and fed starvation rations. Once 
they discovered that the bowl 
in which their food was served 
each day was used by Menga- 
sha's wife as a chamber pot 
each night. 


To his credit Mengasha be- 
came more conciliatory as the 
years went by. Although the 
Italians were taken from camp 
to camp and shown off like a 
rare species of animal, the chief 
often requested their presence 
at table and afterwards spent 
hours asking them questions 
about Europe and diligently 
jotting each answer down in a 
little book. 

The two prisoners were so 
completely out of touch with 
the world that when Italy en- 
tered the war in June 1940, they 
knew nothing of it until De- 
cember. At that time the Brit- 
ish entered Ethiopia and took 
the Italians away from Men- 
gasha. Although the British 
were technically enemies, the 
Italians were overjoyed at the 
sight of European faces. Pres-

t Portsmouth Navy Yard on Aug. 28 Captain Lord 

Louis Mountbatten, cousin of King George VI, 
assumed command of the aircraft carrier H.M.S. [L- 
lustrious. News of this flight-deck ceremony dis- 
closed to the U. S. public what thousands of Virgin- 
ians had known for months: that the Illustrious, bat- 
tered and shattered by Axis dive bombers the 
Mediterranean last January, had been undergoing 
repairs in the U. S. Navy's great Virginia yard. To 
menof the Illustrious it marked the beginning of Chap- 
ter II in the saga of their beloved ship. Chapter I, as 
bloody, brave and brilliant as any in naval history, is 
fully told on these pages for the first time. The exclu- 
sive action pictures which follow were lent to LIFE 
by Captain G. Seymour Tuck, DS.0., executive offi 
cer of the ///ustrious at the time of her ordeal by fire. 

The Illustrious’ story begins in the autumn of 
1940, less than a year ago. Fresh from the ways at 
Barrow, spotless, unsullied by hostile steel, she 
steamed past Gibraltar with orders to scour the Med- 
iterranean skies. Axis planes had been making the in- 
land sea uncomfortable for the Royal Navy, for till 
then no British carrier was available for duty in those 
waters. In a few short weeks Illustrious fliers cleaned 


things up and gave the Navy the freedom of movement, 
it sought. It was the Illustrious planes which wrought, 
most damage in the famous Taranto raid of Nov. 11. 
Soon the German and Italian High Commands issued 
orders that at all costs, and regardless of other ob- 
jectives, the Illustrious must be destroyed. 

On Jan. 10 Axis aviators caught the [Mustrions off 
Malta and came perilously close to fulfilling their 
ission. Rarely has a ship taken such punishment, 
and survived. For more than six hours furious waves 
of dive bombers roared overhead, pounding her im- 
placably with torrents of stecl and flame. Disabled 
and defenseless, the great carrier managed to creep 
into Malta that evening. She lay there two weeks 
amid new showers of bombs while wreckage was 
cleared away and the dead removed. One night, jury- 
rigged, she stole out to sea and southeast to Alexan- 
dria. Thence, after additional patching, she was able 
to make her way through Suez, around the Cape and 
across the Atlantic. She arrived in Norfolk on 
May 14. For pictures of the ceremony at which 
Captain Mountbatten took over the rebuilt carrier 
from heroic Captain Tuck—who has been promoted 
to a new and better command—see pages 34-35.

A German torpedo misses its aim in the Atlantic; Japan hacks water in the Pacific

released a curt dispatch announcing that the 
destroyer Greer, Ieeland-bound, had been fired on by 
a submarine whose torpedoes had missed their mat 
"The destroyer had immediately counterattacked with 
depth charges. Next day President Roosevelt met 
his press conferees grimly, launched into the subject 
without awaiting questions. It had been a clear di 
he announced. The destroyer's U. S. flag was plainly 
visible. The attacks—there had been more than one, 
he emphasized—had taken place on the American 
side of the ocean, Even if the submarine had fired by 
sound-locating device without sighting its target, 
the offense was just as grave. The Navy had been 
ordered to hunt down the attacking submarine and 
“eliminate” it. Berlin’s reply was an announcement 
that one of its U-boats had fired on an “attacking” 
destroyer in “self-defense.” 

‘Most observers remain convinced that Adolf Hitler 
does not want to provoke America into hiswar just yet, 
but would very much like to have it involved in a Paci- 
fic war with Japan. Remembering that the German 
torpedoing of the Robin Moor took place just as Hitler 
was attempting to nerve the men of Vichy to join 
the Axis, some pointed out that the destroyer attack 
took place on the very day that the 1.8. 
carrying gasoline for Russia arrived in Vladivostok. 
Hitler's presumed reasoning: if the Japanese ean be 
convinced that the Germans will keep a good part of 
the U.S, Fleet engaged in the Atlantic, they will be 
less reluctant to tackle the remainder in the Pacific.

wags or dupes, it is a surprising phenomenon that in the last three 
years her masculine correspondents have climbed to 25% of her total. 
Some of their letters merely confirm Miss Blake's worst suspicions. 
“Worried Gene,” for instance, wants co know: “Should I tell her I 
was married and have a daughter 114 years old?” [""You should cer- 
tainly enlighten her as to your status,” replies Doris steraly.] 

A great portion of the male correspondents, however, are motivat- 
ed by one great urge: escape. “Bill F."" writes, “I'm going with a 
girl who acts too serious. Tam 19. How can I make her less serious?"” 
[Don’t take up too much of her time.""] There is “"Waiting:” "I 
am 14, I seem to be very attractive to girls, bu I can't seem to get 
interested in kissing games." [""Good for you,” exclaims Doris, 
“Help stem the tide.""] 


Are you a fast worker? 


Miss Blake is flattered that men as well as women seek her advice 
and has come to accept her position as a strategist for both sides in 
the war between the sexes. She is sending out increased numbers of 
her somewhat insulting pamphlet, Why Don't The Girls Fall For 
You? “Is it because,” she asks, ‘you think you have to kiss every 
girl with whom you go? You address girls vulgarly with ‘Hey kid,’ 
“Hey toots,’ ‘Hey babe?” You never think to send flowers or candy? 
You say to girls you chink women are all alike? You're known as a 
“fast worker?” You offer no explanation for ‘breaking off’ with a 
girl? You make it plain that when you marry you expect to be the 
boss? You're too dominating and never admait you're wrong?” 

After years of reading her daily quota of despair, Miss Blake has 
broken down her correspondents mathematically into 50% married, 
50% unmarried, Most of the former who are over 30 have serious 
marital problems. Generally, they receive practical advice which, 
Doris points out in self-deprecation, is only “plain common sense.” 
When faced with the direct question: ‘‘Should I leave home?"’ or 
“Should I get a divorce?” she side-steps, on the ground that she 
never knows all the factors or both sides of a case. All this is in 
keeping with sound lovelorn practice as usually observed by Dor- 
othy Dix, Beatrice Fairfax and other U. S. heart columnists, There 
is, however, one important issue on which Doris breaks with the 
Dix tradition: Should I marry the tich older man or the poor young 
lover? Practical Miss Dix recommends the plush oldster, but the 
even more practical Miss Blake holds out romantically for the young 
fellow. The old man might lose his money, she says. 

Like a bald-headed barber proffering hair tonic, Miss Blake sug- 
gests that women should forego careers for their natural functions: 
keeping house and having children. If a married couple both work, 
the man should be allowed to pay all the household expenses. Miss 
Blake also believes that if women did more of their own housework, 
they wouldn't be so restless. “When my girl was sick," she said, ‘I 
did all my own cleaning and cooking for six weeks, I felt much more 
creative and useful than after a hard day's work at the office."" 

Miss Blake advises women to be good listeners, not to ‘‘slump"’ 
after marriage, not to spread scandal, not to turn polite conversation 
into debate, nor to tell hard-luck stories. Her letters show that popu- 
larity is evidently women's most pressing problem. For example, 
“June” writes: “Every time I have made friends with anybody it has 
only lasted about two or three days. Nothing works. Can you help 
me?" Doris sends her Why Not Be Popular? Opening her stamped, 
addressed envelope, June is counseled to “Establish some common 
interest with everyone you meet. Compliment liberally if you can do 
so conscientiously. If you can't, tell a few white lies."’ If that 
doesn't work, “Join a club. Plan group entertainments at your 
home.”” 

As well as avid clubwomen, Blake readers should presumably be- 
come sparkling conversationalists: “If you know that Mr. Dudd 
who has been placed with you for dinner, follows the sporting page, 
ask him if this has been a good season for horse racing. . . ."" Miss 
Blake makes no provision for the possibility that Mr. Dudd may 
have just dropped his roll on some horse that got stuck at the post,

but she does point out that “He may reply with an uh-huh to your 
inquiries about horse racing. Then you'll have to rack your brain for 
something else he might want to talk about. If he’s been to Japan, 
find out to what extent their customs are becoming Americanized. 
If research fails, Miss Blake has other gambits: "* ‘I see by the 
paper’ is an old stand-by. Magazines, too, furnish a source of discus- 
sion material. Naturally, editors are going to concentrate on the 
topics of general interest. In a pinch, mutual friends can be pulled in 
to provide conversation... . You might get a shock to find out that 
his passion is watercolors, but you can find out if you persevere 
long enough. . . ."" Running into any Blake-trained conversation- 
al bloodhound, Dudd and his butcon-lipped ilk are licked before 
they start. 

Though her lovelorn column is closest to her soft Irish heart, Miss 
Blake ministers to the needs of her sex on still another front. Under 
her real name of Antoinette Donnelly, she writes the beauty column, 
features and “Beauty Answers” for the Chicago Tribune-N. Y. News 
Syndicate as well. The daily transition is no trouble at all, she say 
nd she flips over handily into advising women how to stand 
straighter, how Hollywood stars make the best of their defects, 
where to put powder, how to reduce, what to do about pimples and 
the like, In addition, she appears on the radio five times a week, this 
year as Antoinette Donnelly, last year as Doris Blake. To help her in 
all these tasks, Miss Donnelly has five girl assistants, all of whom 
adore their boss. On hot afternoons she sends out for Coca-Colas for 
them. She gives them responsibility and a chance to use their own 

udgment, Nevertheless she sces nearly all letters personally and 

them with a big rubber stamp. All letters begin “"Dear Friend,” 
which makes readers feel good and saves time. 

Miss Donnelly began collecting readers more than 25 years ago 
writing obituaries for the American Lumberman. She was born into a 
poor family of nine brothers and sisters in Mount Forest, Ontario, 
and was given the name Antoinette because her mother was addicted 
to French novels, When her father, a station agent, died, her mother 
took the family to Buffalo, N. Y., when Antoinette was quite 
young. Here she taught herself shorthand and typing, later got a job 
as a stenographer. In Chicago, she went to work for the Chicago 
Tribune, sister paper of the New York Daily News, nt to the 
woman's editor. When the paper decided that Lillian Russell's beau- 
ty column was too expensive, Antoinette became her successor. 
When the Tribune revived its moribund lovelorn column, Antoinette 
got that job as well, not because the editor had perceived in her any 
particular gifts of psychological insight and womanly sympathy, but 
because she was a good newspaperwoman. With the editor she sat 
down and drew up two long lists of first names and last names. After 
considerable brooding, the new name of Doris Blake was selected. It 
was unquestionably pure American, yet not too flossy.

“An island of peace, beauty and cosmetics” 


Years ago, Miss Donnelly came to work in the New York office of 
the Tribune-News combine. Her department is described by other 
News workers as an island of love, beauty and cosmetics amid the 
hurly-burly of one of America’s most rowdy newspapers. She and 
the other lady feature writers are a serene little group tucked safely 
away from a hectic city room which swarms every day with an odd 
assortment of press agents, tipsters and lugs. 

Miss Donnelly’s appetite for research is such that she makes occa~ 
sional trips to Hollywood to keep abreast of the latest beauty tricks. 
She has never formally studied psychology, but reads up on her sub- 
ject constantly. Her home is full of such titles as: The Question Girls 
‘Ask, How to Live Without a Woman, The Genteel Female, Ain't Love 
Gland, Love Letters of Great Men and Women, Why We Love and Hate, 
No Nice Girl Swears, Live Alone and Like It, Wisdom for Widows, The 
Fruit of The Family Tree, Why Men Like Us, and The Art of the Body. 
During the last war, when she was in Chicago, preaching her theory 
of the evil of “hoarding fat,"" she made up a team of fat men and took 
them out every day to Grant Park for a regimen of reducing exer- 
cises. This was done in competition with her friend Dr. William 
Evans, the Tribune's health editor, who was reducing a class of fat

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CONQUEST IN YUGOSLAVIA 


U. S. MINISTER GIVES FIRST OFFICIAL ACCOUNT OF BELGRADE BOMBING 


AND REVOLUTION WHICH PRECEDED NAZI ASSAULT ON BALKANS LAST SPRING 
by ARTHUR BLISS LANE 


‘Arthur Bliss Lone, U. S. Minister to Yugoslavia 
since 1937, is @ career diplomat who has served 
the State Department for 25 years in Rome, War- 
saw, Berne, Mexico City and numerous other copi- 


tals in both hemispheres. Lost March he wos ot his 
post in Belgrade during the startling coup d'état 
which touched off the Nazi drive through the 
Bolkans. He stayed on through the air bombard- 


ment of the Yugoslav copitel, retuming to the 
U. S. vie Lisbon in July. 

Herewith Mr. Lone gives the first authoritative 
factual account of @ much-discussed ond generally 
misunderstood episode in World Worl. Mr. Lane 
hos asked the editors of LIFE to inform readers 
that payment for his orticle will be turned over to 
the Yugoslav Minister in Washington for wor relief. 


[ARTHUR BLISS LANE 


n Sept. 27, 1940, Germany, Italy and Japan signed in 

Berlin what is known as the Tripartite Pact, which, 
according to the published text, provides that the 
signatories will come to the aid of one another in the 
case that one of them is attacked. 

It was the Yugoslav Foreign Minister, Mr. Alex- 
ander Cincar-Markovitch, who first advised me of the 
existence of the Three Power Pact when I called on 
him in Belgrade at 12:30 p. m. on Sept. 27, 1940. He 
had just received an official account from Berlin of 
the signature of the pact. The Minister, who at that 
time apparently had no inkling of the possibility that 
some day Yugoslavia would be given orders to sign 
the same pact, informed me that it was purely for the 
purpose of intimidating the U.S. While the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs would be considered the normal 
official from whom to obtain information regarding 
the attitude of the Yugoslav Government, I also fol- 
lowed the practice of talking from time co time with 
the Minister of the Coure, Mr. Milan Antitch, perhaps 
the closest friend of Cincar-Markovitch, and who, be- 
cause of his position, had closer contact with Prince 
Regent Paul than any other Government official. I 
found Mr. Antitch to be an excellent source of in- 
formation, because through his mannerisms he often 
gave me a picture of what the Court and, consequent 
ly, the Government had in mind. When I asked Mr. 
Antitch on Oct. 2, 1940 what his opinion was as co the 
signing of the Triparcite Pact between Germany, Italy 
and Japan, he evidenced surprise, as though the sig- 
nificance should be apparent to anybody. On pressing 
him, he gave me the same answer which I had re- 
ceived from Cincar-Markovitch, namely, that the pur- 
pose of the pact was to intimidate the U. S. Other 
high officials gave me similar information. 

The last conversation I had with Mr. Cincar- 
Markovitch was on March 22, 1941, at 6:30 p. m. On 
that morning I had received unsatisfactory informa- 
tion from Prime Minister Dragisha Cvetkovitch about 
Yugoslavia's attitude in the face of German pressure. 
His evasive answers left me in grave doubt as co 
whether Yugoslavia had not already capitulated. On 
that Saturday evening, therefore, I reminded Mr. 
Cincar-Markovitch of what he had cold me the pre- 
ceding September regarding the real purpose of the 
Tripartite Pact. I expressed my personal opinion that 
Yugoslavia's adherence would be an unfriendly act 
against the U.S. Mr. Cincar-Markovitch threw up 
his hands and said, in French, “How do I know what 
the purpose of the pact is? Only Germany knows 
that.’ I replied, with some bitterness, “I am sur- 
prised thar Your Excellency would sign a pact of 
which you admit you do not know the scope." That 
‘was the last conversation that I had with any member 


of the Government of Prime Minister Cvetkovitch. 

In view of recent accusations that the Department 
of State and the American Legation in Belgrade med- 
dled in Balkan affairs, the foregoing is of importance: 
If one is accredited to a government which from all 
outward appearances is about to sign a pact acknowl- 
edged by its responsible officials to be directed against 
the U. S., is the U. S. diplomatic representative ex- 
pected by the American public supinely to accept the 
situation, or should he, in defense of the prestige of 
the U. S., make representations? 

On March 23 I had my last interview with Prince 
Paul, during the course of which he admitted that he 
had until midnight co decide whether he would sign 
che Tripartite Pace. He gave me to understand that my 
official relations wich him were vireually at an end. I 
lefe his palace with a distince feeling of depression, for 
Lfelt the die was already cast, and not for the good of 
Yugoslavia. The next day Prime Minister Cvetkovitch 
and Foreign Minister Cincar-Markovitch left by spe- 
cial train for Vienna to sign the Tripartite Pact. On 
March 25, 1941, the pact was signed in Vienna. 

Before I relate the events which quickly followed 
the signing by Yugoslavia of the Tripartite Pact, it is 
well to have in mind that on Feb. 13, 1942, Messrs. 
Cverkovitch and Cincar-Markovitch left Belgrade for 
the Berghof, where they had a conference with Herr 
Hitler and Herr von Ribbentrop on Feb. 14. The Yugo- 
slav delegates to this meeting, as well as other officials, 
Jacer informed me that the German officials at the Berg- 
hof suggested the ‘‘advisability’” of Yugoslavia joining 
the “New Order" in Europe, but that no ultimatum 
had been given to Yugoslavia by Germany to sign the 
Tripartite Pact. My official informants were, however, 
emphatic in stating that in no case would German 
troops be permitted to cross Yugoslav territory against 
Greece, which was Yugoslavia's ally under the terms 
of the Balkan Entente (comprising Yugoslavia, Greece, 
Rumania and Turkey); that Germany had stated in 
no uncertain terms that the influence of Great Britain 
in Continental Europe must be destroyed; and that, 
primarily, British troops in Greece must be expelled. 
For this reason Germany wished to insure Yugoslav 
neutrality in the event that Germany decided to move 
against Greece. In return Germany guaranteed Yugo- 
slavia’s territorial integrity, a guarantee which even 
Mr. Cvetkovitch admitted to me had no value, as 
lacer proved to be the case.

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n Sept. 27, r940, Germany, Italy and Japan signed in 

Berlin what is known as the Tripartite Pact, which, 
according to the published text, provides that the 
signatories will come to the aid of one another in the 
case that one of them is attacked. 

It was the Yugoslav Foreign Minister, Mr. Alex- 
ander Cincar-Markovitch, who first advised me of the 
existence of the Three Power Pact when I called on 
him in Belgrade at 12:30 p. m. on Sept. 27, 1940. He 
had just received an official account from Berlin of 
the signature of the pact. The Minister, who at that 
time apparently had no inkling of the possibility hac 
some day Yugoslavia would be given orders co sign 
the same pact, informed me that it was purely for the 
purpose of intimidating the U.S. While the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs would be considered the normal 
official from whom to obtain information regarding 
the attitude of the Yugoslay Government, I also fol- 
lowed the practice of talking from time co time with 
the Minister of the Court, Mr. Milan Antitch, perhaps 
the closest friend of Cincar-Markovitch, and who, be- 
cause of his position, had closer contact with Prince 
Regent Paul than any other Government official. I 
found Mr. Antitch to be an excellent source of in- 
formation, because through his mannerisms he often 
gave me a picture of what the Court and, consequent- 
Ty, the Government had in mind. When I asked Mr. 
Antitch on Oct. 2, 1940 what his opinion was as to the 
signing of the Tripartite Pact between Germany, Italy 
and Japan, he evidenced surprise, as though the sig- 
nificance should be apparent to anybody. On pressing 
him, he gave me the same answer which I had re- 
ceived from Cincar-Markovitch, namely, that the pur- 
pose of the pact was to intimidate the U. S. Other 
high officials gave me similar information. 

The last conversation I had with Mr. Cincar- 
Markovitch was on March 22, 1941, at 6:30 p. m. On 
that morning I had received unsatisfactory informa- 
tion from Prime Minister Dragisha Cvetkovitch about 
Yugoslavia’s attitude in the face of German pressure. 
His evasive answers left me in grave doubt as to 
whether Yugoslavia had not already capitulated. On 
that Saturday evening, therefore, I reminded Mr. 
Cincar-Markovitch of what he had cold me the pre- 
ceding September regarding the real purpose of the 
Tripartite Pact. I expressed my personal opinion that 
Yugoslavia’s adherence would be an unfriendly act 
against the U. S. Mr. Cincar-Markovitch threw up 
his hands and said, in French, “How do I know what 
the purpose of the pact is? Only Germany knows 
that." I replicd, with some bitterness, “I am sur- 
prised that Your Excellency would sign a pact of 
which you admit you do not know the scope." That 
was the last conversation that I had with any member 


of the Government of Prime Minister Cvetkovitch. 

In view of recent accusations that the Department 
of State and the American Legation in Belgrade med- 
dled in Balkan affairs, che foregoing is of importance: 
If one is accredited to a government which from all 
outward appearances is about to sign a pact acknow!- 
edged by its responsible officials to be directed against 
the U. S., is the U. S. diplomatic representative ex- 
pected by the American public supinely to accept the 
situation, or should he, in defense of the prestige of 
the U. S., make representations? 

On March 23 I had my last interview with Prince 
Paul, during the course of which he admitted that he 
had until midnight to decide whether he would sign 
the Tripartite Pact. He gave me to understand thac my 
official relatichs with him were virtually at an end. I 
left his palace with a distinct feeling of depression, for 
Ifele the die was already cast, and not for the good of 
Yugoslavia. The next day Prime Minister Cvetkovitch 
and Foreign Minister Cincar-Markovitch left by spe- 
cial train for Vienna to sign the Tripartite Pact. On 
March 25, 1941, the pact was signed in Vienna. 

Before I relate the events which quickly followed 
the signing by Yugoslavia of the Tripartite Pact, it is 
well to have in mind that on Feb. 13, 1941, Messrs. 
Cvetkovitch and Cincar-Markovitch left Belgrade for 
the Berghof, where they had a conference with Herr 
Hitler and Herr von Ribbentrop on Feb. 14. The Yugo- 
slav delegates to this meeting, as well as other officials, 
later informed me chat the German officials at the Berg- 
hof suggested the “’advisability”’ of Yugoslavia joining 
the “New Order’ in Europe, but that no ultimatum 
had been given to Yugoslavia by Germany to sign the 
Tripartite Pact. My official informants were, however, 
emphatic in stating that in no case would German 
troops be permitted to cross Yugoslav territory against 
Greece, which was Yugoslavia’s ally under the terms 
of the Balkan Entente (comprising Yugoslavia, Greece, 
Rumania and Turkey); that Germany had stared in 
no uncertain terms that the influence of Great Britain 
in Continental Europe must be destroyed; and that, 
primarily, British troops in Greece must be expelled 
For this reason Germany wished to insure Yugoslav 
neutrality in the event that Germany decided to move 
against Greece. In return Germany guaranteed Yugo- 
slavia’s territorial integrity, a guarantee which even 
Mr. Cvetkovitch admitted to me had no value, as 
later proved to be the case. 

On the evening of March 3, 1941, Prince Paul left 
for his country estate at Brdo, a charming medieval 
castle situated in Slovenia, about 30 miles south of the 
German border.

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name of His Majesty, King Peter Il, who ascended the throne of 
Yugoslavia at 2:20 this morning.”" He also informed us that General 
Dushan Simovitch, Chief of Aviation, had assumed the Premiership. 
We later ascertained that this officer was one of the leaders of the 
revolt against the Cvetkovitch Government. 

Ours was not the only legation to be taken by surprise. One of the 
diplomats who attended a dinner on the previous evening at the 
Swedish Legation told me weeks later that the German Minister 
and the military attaché of the German Legation had assured the 
other guests at midnight that all would be quiet now in view of 
Yugoslavia’s adherence to the Tripartite Pact. The coup d'état was 
so skilfully executed that only the actual participants were aware 
‘of its preparation. 


‘Yugoslavs cheer new Government 


As soon as word of the coup d’état was known, Yugoslav and 
even the old Serbian flags were displayed on almost every building. 
Crowds of shouting, almost delirious peasants marched through the 

reets singing patriotic songs and shouting, “Down with the pact”” 
ind “Better war than pact,’’ Many of these groups carried a large 
photograph of young King Peter—who last week passed his 18ch 
birthday in England—as they made demonstrations in front of all 


those legations which they considered friendly to the cause of free- ed sl 
dom, There must have been six or seven demonstrations in front of a ae 
our Legation, as well as in front of the British and Greek missions. 

‘The early morning crowds shouted that we should raise the American 

flag over our building but nestated todo so until ascertained the INA CLASS BY HIMSELF 


real meaning of the coup d'état. When we learned that a national Th 
holiday had been declared and that all Government buildings were dupli 
flagged, I gave orders to raise our flag. This action was greeted with 
great enthusiasm by the crowd which had massed outside the Lega~ 
‘tion, but there is no truth in the report that the flag was torn from 
my hands, or that I was lifted out of my automobile and carried on 
the shoulders of the demonstrators. 

That same afternoon I had a short conversation at the Foreign 
Office where I was told that the coup d'état had been carried out 
with virtually no bloodshed. During the next few days I had several 
‘conversations with Prime Minister Simovitch, as well as with For- 
eign Minister Nint hitch. General Simovitch, an able general, im- 
pressed me with his modesty. He said that, while he hoped to avert 
wat, he realized the gravity of the situation and was taking steps to 
puc the country on a defensive basis. Troops which had been sta- 
tioned in Croatia and in Slovenia for political reasons were now be- 
ing moved to South Serbia. Mr. Nintchitch, an elderly statesman of a 
‘conciliatory nature, clearly set forth to me the new Government's 
\position vis-’-vis Germany: the Tripartite Pact, as signed by Yugo- 
islavia, provided that it would come into force immediately on sig- 

nature, It was, in his opinion, still in effect. The new Government 

would therefore honor it. There was no question of repudiation. 
Ratification was unnecessary in view of its terms. The question 
which concerned the new Government was how the pact would be 
applied. That question would arise if and when the German Gov- 
lernment made a request to transport troops or war material across 
Yugoslavia to be used against Yugoslavia’s ally, Greece. 

Te was evident that the German and Italian legations expected 
war within the next few days. Instructions had been given by them 
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The victors paraded in Belgrade after the occupation before General von Kleist (se 
Jating between the car tracks). Review was staged in the unbombed part of the city,

to all of their nationals in Yugoslavia to leave the country at once. 
On the night of March 31 families of all Italian officials in Belgrade 
lefe by a special train. On the night of April 1 the German Minister 
lefe for Berlin. Herr von Heeren, whom I had known well in Bel- 
grade, was a pleasant gentleman of the old school. His father had 
been Minister of the free cities of Bremen, Hamburg and Liibeck in 
Paris in 1869. It was he who had received orders from Bismarck to 
turn over his Legation to the Prussian Minister in Paris. Undoubted- 
ly, due to his father's humiliating experience, Heeren, as German 
Minister in Belgrade, felt sympathy for the Austrian and Czecho- 
Slovakian ministers when he received from them the custody of their 
legations in 1938 and 1939, respectively. He was a tall, handsome, 
distinguished man, whose hair had grayed since the outbreak of the 
war and who generally was genial and smiling. On the night of his 
departure, however, his bearing was anything but genial—chat 
night his face was sce in an angry scowl. Contrary to his apparent 
belief, Yugoslavia's adherence to the Tripartite Pact had not been 
popular, The German Travel Bureau in Belgrade had been wrecked 
by stones thrown by impetuous Serbian nationalists. When his car 
had gone through the streets of Belgrade on the morning of March 
28, after the holding of a Te Deum ceremony in the Orthodox Cathe- 
dral, he had been subjected to verbal abuse from the same crowd 
which greeted the cars of the ministers of friendly countries with 
enthusiastic applause. He had not judged correctly the temperament 
of the Serbian people. 


The last train leaves gloomy city 


The exodus of the families of the German and Italian legations 
was a signal for the departure of the families of almost all legations. 
Every night during those last few days before the bombardment my 
wife and I said goodby to four or five friends who were leaving 
suddenly, usually for Greece. On Friday, April 4, a special train left 
for Budapest at 3:10 p. m. This was the only train in the station and 
it was definitely understood that this was the last train to leave Bel- 
grade for the outside world. As I said goodby to George Wadsworth, 
who was on his way from Jerusalem to his new post as Counsclor of 
our Embassy at Rome, I was impressed by the tenseness of feeling 
on that last trainful of passengers. The police let nobody except 
officials inside the station. Consequently, there was no waving crowd 
—only a quiet, solemn, uncertain body of travelers leaving Belgrade 
and their homes perhaps forever. 

The reality of the possibility of the Government evacuating Bel- 
grade became very apparent when the Chief of Protocol requested me 
on April 4 co help him ascertain the intentions of the various lega- 
tions in Belgrade, whether they would remain in the capital or fol- 
low the Government. He said that the Government had decided to 
move first to Venjacka Banja, a watering place about 100 miles 
southeast of Belgrade. On April 5 a mecting of the diplomatic corps 
took place to formulate a policy in the event of evacuation. There 
was no unanimity as to procedure. Some ministers were leaving, 
others remaining. I had instructions from Washington to remain in 
Belgrade, and Robert B. Macatee, First Secretary of our Legation, 
was ordered to follow the Government. That same afternoon, April 
5, I was confidentially informed that the German bombardment of 
Belgrade would commence the next morning at 6:30. We conse- 
quently transferred all secret documents to my residence so that they 
could be destroyed at once should it be necessary; removed the gaso-

line from the pump in our backyard; and made arrangements with 
the members of our staff and with the American newspaper corre- 
spondents to gather at my house in the event of trouble. There were 
intermittent air-raid warnings that night, together with a total 
blackout for more than an hour, caused by the cutting off of all 
electric current, 


Planes arrive on Palm Sunday 


On Palm Sunday morning, April 6, the acrial bombardment started 
at 7:10, Those of my staff who lived in Dedinje, residential section 
on the outskirts of Belgrade, saw the first planes circle over that pare 
of the city, around the palace of the young King. The first bombs 
were dropped on King Peter's residence. Later, wave after wave of 
planes came over the city which was undefended except for anti- 
aircraft guns some cight miles away. These guns were completely 
ineffective against airplanes flying over the city proper. Bombs were 
falling in the neighborhood of our house. The building shook con- 
tinuously, and after the first ten minutes of bombardment, many of 
our windows were shattered. We used our grand piano as an im- 
provised air-raid shelter. Surrounding it with cushions and maceresses, 
eight of us lay underneath to protect ourselves from flying glass. 
Whenever there was a lull, Robert Hunter, of our staff, and I would 
proceed with the burning of confidential papers and would duck 
under the piano whenever we heard the whistling of a bomb. While 
we were under the piano there was a violent knocking at the front 
door. A peasant woman, with a multicolored handkerchief tied 
around her head, a whip in her hand, clamored to be taken in, She 
said it was her first crip to Belgrade, and her last, She had lost all 
her worldly possessions: her horse—which had run away in fright 
when a bomb had exploded near our residence. She joined us under 
the piano, as did Leon Kay, of the United Press, who was the first 
of the newspaper correspondents to arrive. Soon almost all the mem- 
bers of our official family had arrived. We were worried, however, 
about a young Texan from El Paso, Metcalf by name, who had ar- 
rived in Belgrade only a few days before from our Legation in Buda- 
pest. When one of his colleagues visited his apartment, which was 
dangerously near one of the largest bomb craters in the city, he found 
a note scribbled on the door, “Am O, K. Have gone into town for 
my usual Sunday morning stroll."" Another of our employes, Cermak, 
was not so fortunate. He left his house that morning and was never 
seen alive again. His body was not recovered until April 27 

The second bombardment commenced at about 10:30 a. m., just 
as the British Minister drove up to say goodbye before leaving to 
join the Government in Vrnjacka Banja and vo entrust us with the 
protection of British interests. Macatee also prepared ro join the 
Government there. His plans were interrupted by a chauffeur who 
refused to leave unless the safety of his possessions in Belgrade was 
guaranteed. Ray Brock of the New York Times came quickly to the 
rescue, and ‘his offer of services as chauffeur was immediately ac- 
cepted. 

An American student of Serb origin, Ned Marich, was struck by 
flying glass during the second bombardment on his way to the 
Legation.

News Service, who had had medical training, prompely applied a 
tourniquet and saved Marich’s life. 

After the first two bombardments of Belgrade that morning we 
decided it would be unwise for any member of the staff to remain in 
the center of the city. Consequently, all of us moved out co Dedinje, 
where Macatee, Commercial Attaché and Mrs, Rankin, and Second 
Secretary and Mrs. Bonbright all had residences. My wife and [ 
stayed with the Rankins until our final deparcure from Belgrade on 
May 17. Others of the staff accepted the hospitality of Macatee and 
the Bonbrights.

That afternoon the Rankins and ourselves drove into town to 
bring out to Dedinje Miss Stella Baird of Seattle, Wash., who had 
been rendered homeless by the morning bombardment, and Alexis 
Gavriloff, the Legation telephone operator, and his wife, who had 
been living on the top floor of our Legation. We also wished co sal- 
vage some of our provisions and clothing. I cook Miss Baird and 
Mrs. Gavriloff in my car and stopped at the Apostolic Nunciacure 
to call on the Nuncio, dean of the diplomatic corps. Nobody an- 
swered the bell. Nobody seemed to hear the horn of che car, While 
waiting outside his house a terrific bombardment took place. The 
noise was deafening, and on this occasion the Stuka planes flew very 
low. We sped in the car toward Dedinje. In front of us I noticed a 
Stuka diving to bomb an automobile about 200 yd. ahead of us. As 
automobiles in motion attract the attention of bombing pilots, 1 
stopped my car. We hurried on foot across the road into the K. 
georgevitch Park where we lay face-down under a cree with our 
hands pressed tightly to our ears. We heard a terrific explosion, 
raised our eyes and saw a house about a block away crumble to the 
ground. After about a half hour on the grass, a Serbian who had also 
taken refuge there advised us that there was an air-raid shelter about 
30 yd. away. Even though the air-raid shelters were flimsily made, 
we decided to enter. 

When we emerged, a half hour later, we found che spot where we 
had formerly been lying covered with debris. Fifty yards away « 
direct hit had been scored on another air-raid shelter, causing the 
death of approximately 150 persons. We reached Dedinje safely, but 
on the way noticed great damage to buildings and other property 

The bombardment recommenced on Monday, April 7, and from 
the Rankins’ house at Dedinje we could see Belgrade in flames and 
smoke. That afternoon Rankin, Hunter and I drove into cown. We 
wished to check up on the condition of the office and our residence, 
as well as to endeavor to find Mrs. Mabel Grouitch, a well-known 
American, the widow of the former Yugoslav Minister in London 
Our offices were intact, but Mrs. Grouitch’s apartment had been 
partially demolished. The porter said that she had been able to 
escape to Dedinje. A great many incendiary bombs had been dropped 
in the center of the city where there were no military objectives 
Houses were burning—the heat so terrific chat our faces were 
scorched as we drove by at 30 m.p.h. The Belgian and German 
Legation residences had been gutted by fire. Streets everywhere 
were filled with rubble and broken glass. Our Legation seemed intact 
as we passed the facade, but on looking through the driveway we 
saw that the rear of the building was a mass of ruins. In the short 


block on which our house was situated seven bombs had been dropped. 
The homes on each side of ours had been destroyed: in one, two per- 
sons had been killed. That night the city was one huge mass of 
flames. Fortunately, unseasonable snow fell for the next two days, 
preventing further air attacks and helping to extinguish the fires. 

On Good Friday, April 11, three Hungarian planes dropped bombs 
in the center of the city, killing hundreds of persons. There was no 
further bombardment of Belgrade. The suffering of the city had been 
intense. There was no food to be had, no water, no electricity, no 
telephone or telegraph service, no police—chaos prevailed. Many 
who had been rendered homeless died from exposure. Later the Ger- 
man Legation estimated the number of deaths at 15,000. 

Although Belgrade had been declared an open city, which should 
automatically preclude it from bombardment, the diplomatic corps 
on April 8 appealed to General Simovitch again to declare it unde- 
fended. Colonel Fortier sped by car to the General’s headquarters at 
Pale, near Sarajevo, obtained this guarantee, which he took to the 
Hungarian border, whence it was taken by Outerbridge Horsey, 
Secretary of our Legation, to Budapest. Our Legation turned it over 
to the German Minister in Budapest for transmission to the Govern- 
ment at Berlin. 


First Nazis arrive in Belgrade 


Early on the morning of Saturday, April 12, the Yugoslavs blew 
up the three bridges across the Danube and Sava Rivers at Belgrade 
The loud detonation shook even our house at Dedinje three miles 
away. That evening the first contingent of German troops entered 
Belgrade—an officer and twelve motorcyclists—who arrived by 
boat across the Danube from Panchevo and formally cook possession 
of the city. On Easter Sunday morning, April 13, the German 
mechanized troops poured into Belgrade from the southeast. Traffic 
signs in German had carly that morning been set up. There was no 
confusion—on the contrary, an overpowering efficiency. The people 
of Belgrade accepted the occupation with bitterness, but with resig- 
nat‘on, Their heads were held high and except for minor cases of 
sniping at night, no violent resistance was made. We saw with our 
own eyes German troops looting shops, backing trucks to the very 
doors and removing all the goods; my wife saw them empty the 
Belgian Legation of provisions. Even the toys of the Minister's 
children were taken, Having been entrusted with the protection of 
Belgian interests, we protested, but to no avail. Thirty thousand 
liters of gasoline belonging to our Legation were also confiscated 
We obtained no redress. 

On April 16 notices, signed by the German commandant, were 
posted throughout the city that all Jews must report at Tas Majdan 
Square at 8 a.m. on April 19 (the Jewish Sabbath). The second 
sentence read in Serb and in German: "Those who do not report will 
be shor." Men and women who reported were given yellow arm- 
bands which must be worn continually. Jews were not permitted to 
frequent the market places before 10:30 a. m. After this hour bread 
and other necessities were unobtainable. They were prohibited from 
working for compensation, but were made to sweep streets, tear 
down remains of bombed buildings and excavate bodies. Weeks 
later, when street-car service was resumed, cach car bore the in- 
scription: “Jews prohibited.” 

In general, the German military authorities were more courteous 
to other legations than to ours. To cite an example: In order to co=

ordinate the activities of the American Red Cross which had been 
set up under the Presidency of George H. Schellens, an American 
citizen who had lived 18 years in Yugoslavia, it had been arranged 
for him and me to call on the Feldkommandant at 11 a. m. on Sunday, 
April 20. After waiting at his office for some 15 minutes, word was 
brought to me by his adjutane that in view of the uncomplimentary 
phrases which my President had used against the Fihrer, the Gen- 
eral would not be able to receive me on the Fihrer's birthday! 
Naturally, I did not attempt further to interview him. 

The German Legation had advised all diplomatic missions that 
it would be “wise” to leave Belgrade as soon as possible, but no 
time limit was set. Being unable to communicate with the outside 
world to obtain instructions, I finally decided on the advice of the 
Rankins, who had been through the same difficulty in occupied Bel- 
gium, to drive by automobile to Budapest. Accompanied by Miss 
Baird, Vice Consul and Mrs. John L. Calnan, I left at 7:30 a. m. on 
April'27. We crossed the Sava River at Belgrade by pontoon bridge 
and the Danube at Novisad by improvised ferry. All Slay names in 
Novisad had been changed to the Hungarian equivalents—even the 
name of Novisad had been changed to Ujvidek. The trip to Budapest 
was uneventful. We noted that the extensive defense works which 
the Yugoslavs had constructed along the former Hungarian border 
had served no purpose. The Hungarians had pushed on unimpeded 
after the collapse of the Yugoslav armics and the signing of the 
Yugoslav armistice with Germany and Italy. Nevertheless, Hun- 
garian troops in trucks decorated with lilacs and Hungarian flags 
assumed the air of conquering heroes. On arrival in Budapest that 
Sunday evening, I telephoned the Department of State in Washing- 
ton and received verbal instructions to return to Washington as soon 
as possible. I also was authorized to evacuate the American colony 
at Belgrade by Danube River steamer to Budapest. In Budapest 
people were oblivious of what was really happening in Belgrade. I 
could not help wondering whether the people of the U. S. were like- 
wise unaware of the striking power of the German Army and of the 
danger of any such Jaisseg faire attitude as the Yugoslav Govern 
ment of Cvetkovitch had maintained. 

Ireturned to Belgrade in a few days. We made plans as rapidly as 
possible to leave Yugoslavia, said our goodbys and boarded the river 
steamer, together with some go members of the American colony, at 
7o'clock in the evening of May 16. Members of the German and 
Italian legations courteously came to the boat to say farewell. 
However, due to the possible existence of mines in the Danube the 
steamer did not sail until dawn on May 17. As all foreign diplomats 
were requested to leave Belgrade by the German authorities, our 
Legation, as such, was closed.
